CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS - If these don’t relate to 
Coffee County and/or have statewide application we generally skip 
them and let the impacted county voters make that decision. This 


Statewide voting requirement is an antiquated part of the much 


patched Alabama Constitution of 1901. 

AMENDMENT #1 - the idea is good but we are voting NO and 
will’ explain why. A rainy day fund is something recommended for 
all individuals, businesses and government agencies, but not as a 
slush fund to be used regularly. Already during legislative sessions 
we hear supporters of more education spending responding to re- 
ports of “not enough money” with “we can always make it up from 
the (existing but already spent) rainy day fund’. This amendment 
will probably pass, as it has awesome support from those very in- 
fluential people in Alabama who will benefit from the back-up ac- 
counts, but it will pass without our vote. Let’s have the rainy day 
funds at whatever balance is necessary, but don’t borrow it from 
our well intended trust funds which aré designed to return interest 
to state government for generations after generation of our descen- 
dents. 

AMENDMENT #2 (Shelby Co), #3 (City of Madison) #4 (Blount 
Co) #5 (Russell Co) and #6 (City of Tuskegee), are all local-amend- 
ments and as previously stated, we will let those voters decide their 
business, how they extend their city limits, how many people are on 
their utility boards, etc. 

LOCAL AMENDMENT #1 in turn pertains only to Coffee 
County. It would allow the Coffee County sheriff to join the state 
employee retirement‘ program, This is so far better than the old 
budget busting supernumerary ‘program that it deserves a hug’ as 
Well as a YES vote!

Hasty Proposal Could Add to Financial 
Burden of Millions of Americans

Right now, when AT&T and Verizon use smaller carriers’ 


telephone networks to complete calls, they have to pay an

The order proposed by 
CC Chairman Kevin J. Martin would all but do away. with
